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THE NEXT DEPRESSION 

A prophet in the employ of the Ontario 
hydro commission informs the world that 
we shall have another depression from 
1948 to 1953, and that it will be much more 
of a depression than the present one; a 
sort of economic bottomless pit appar- 
ently. 

It is a kindly gesture, of course, to warn 
us so far in advance that we had better 
start to save our money, if we can get any 
to save. But good intentions and good 
judgment do not always march together. 
If this predictior; were generally accepted 
as true, and everyone started to save, the 
depression would come, without a doubt. 
In fact the present one would likely con- 
tinue right along without a break. 

Perhaps we had better centre our at- 
tention on getting out of the present pre- 
dicament and let the future take care of 
itself, which we shall have to do in any 
case. If the present collapse has taught 
us the folly of trying to build enduring 
prosperity on borrowed money, it will be 
| our own fault if we get buried again. If 

it hasn't taught us that, the next depres- 
sion will not wait until 1948. 
| 


THE WAY OUT 

Observers at Washington think Presi- 
dent Roosevelt plans to call in Government 
bonds, pay them off in cash, and stop the 
perennial drain of interest money out of 
the pockets of the taxpayers. 

Canada’s Government should have been 
doing that for the last couple of years: 
retiring bonds permanently as they fell 
due or became callable, handing their own- 
ers the cash value of their secu and 
telling them to put the money into business 
or spend it. 

That would have stopped part of the 
annual waste of $134,000,000 paid out 
interest on Dominion bonds alone. The 
more important result would have been 
the return to bond-holders of a half billion 
or a billion dollars in cash, which they 
could invest, save or spend as they saw fit. 

The bond-holder would thus have got 
what is due him. The tax-payer would be 
relieved of an utterly unnecessary interest 
charge. Money would have been put into 
circulation. Business would have quicken- 
ed. Employment would be increased. The 
relief lines would be shorter and most of 
the camps could have been closed by this 
time. The Government itself, freed of the 
drain, could have started public works con- 
struction if that were required, paying 
real wages to men needing work, instead of 
sparing a mere pittance to keep them from 
going hungry. 

That is the one way to stimulate nat- 
ional recovery. 
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THE CAMPAIGN 

The officially-arranged public meetings 
in the civic election campaign start to- 
night. With thirty-two candidates in the 
field, all due to speak at each meeting, in- 
cluding three mayoralty candidates who 
are allowed ten minutes each, and a plebis- 
cite to be explained, it is unavoidable that 
the sessions will be long, even if they are 
promptly called to order and no time is 
lost during the proceedings. Opening at 
eight o'clock, the meetings cannot end be- 
fore eleven thirty, and may easily run to 
twelve, 

Where thirty-two speeches have to be 
crammed into the space of three hours or 
so they not only have to be brief, but 
restricted in the main to broad questions 
of civic policy. There will be little time for 
applause, questions or the answering of 
questionaires. 

There is plenty of room to doubt that 
this arrangement is the best that could bx 
devised to provide for a really informative 
discussion of civic affairs. But, being th: 
established arrangement, there is nothing 
that either candidates or their hearers 
can do but make the best of it. The candi- 
dates are entitled to use the few minutes 
at their disposal to set out their general 
ideas as to the lines on which the city’s 
business should be conducted during the 
coming year, and are bound in fairness to 
the voters to use their limited time in that 
way. Anyone who goes to the meetings ex- 
pecting to hear a discussion of detailed or

SINNERS TOGETHER 

Sir Frederick Leith Ross, representing 
the British Government, argued at Wash- 
ington that Britain's war debt should be 
substantially cut down because of “radi- 
cally altered world economic conditions.” 

That will interest farmers and towns- 
men in western Canada who have mort- 
gages on their property which they can- 
not pay. They are in the same boat as the 
Government of Great Britain. Changed 
times have cut their revenue to pieces. A 
hundred dollar debt is as serious a matter 
now as a three hundred dollar debt was 
four years ago. Forces beyond the debtor's 
control have multiplied his debt three-fold. 

What is to be done about that? Bri- 
tain’s representative now at Washington 
argues that debts should come down in 
proportion. When western men and news- 
papers have said the same thing they have 
been told that they were proposing to 
cheat the creditor. The bond called for 
so many dollars; that numberof dollars 
should be paid; no matter what happened 
to the debtor, how much he would really 
be paying, or how much the creditor would 
really be getting. It was all a matter of 
arithmetic. A hundred dollars was a hun- 
dred dollars, and whoever said different 
was a thief at heart. 

Those who have been thus classified and 
castigated now have the satisfaction of 
knowing they travel in good company. 
The Government of Great Britain also 
says debts should be measured according 
to the value of dollars, and not according 
to their number only. 

Such rascality in high places cannot 
surely go unrebuked. Mr. Ramsay Mac- 
Donald and Mr. Stanley Baldwin may ex- 
pect to hear from Ottawa on the subject 
of their unprincipled proposal that debts 
should be deflated when debt paying 
power is deflated.

Health and Dict Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


SYMPTOMS AND TREATMENT OF INTESTINAL 
POISONING 


When poisons are being absorbed from the in- 
testines such symptoms may be present as head 


ache, tired feeling, intestinal gas, rheumatic, bad 


breath, distress after eating, coated tongue, poor 


complexion, belching and mental depression. There 


may be inability to sleep soundly and one who 
lacks ambition and endurance is 
frequently suffering from the 
effects of sluggishness. 

In correcting intestinal clog- 
ging the best single treatment I 
have found is the enema which 
quickly cleanses the large in- 
testine of wastes. You are to 
use the enema each day until 
you have learned how to eat 
and to exercise in such a way 
that two or three normal move- 
ments are secured daily 

When no irritation nor tender- 
ness is present, you are to be- 
gin on a fruit fast, taking the 
whole fruit instead of the regular meals. This will 
furnish the intestines with plenty of bulk and the 
fruit also has a mild scouring or cleansing action. 
During the five days you are on the fruit fast you 
are to use the enema each evening. In those cases 
where mild inflammation is present when the fruit 
cellulose might add to the irritation, it is a good 
plan to go on a five day water fast as this will give 
the inflamed intestine time to rest and recover. Use 
the enema each night. 

You are to follow the fast with a special diet, 
using an abundance of cooked and row non-starchy 
vegetables which will fill the intestines with a 
smooth bulk. Wheat is also of value as it furnishes 
a natural proportion of bran which is not irritating. 
If you find that eating fruit at bedtime is helpful, 
you are to take apples or oranges each night before 
retiring. Cooked dried fruit is to be taken at break- 
fast and for dessert with the evening meal. In ob- 
stinate cases it may be advisable to use some of the 
following for a short time: agar-agar, senna, psyl- 
lium, or mineral oil.

You are also to take exercises which will make 
the muscles of the abdomen stronger. The moving of 
the material in the intestine along its length de- 
ds to a great extent on the way that the muscles 
he walls contract and relax thus 
squeezing the contents along. If the muscles are 
soft and lazy they fail to do their work but if they 
are made firm and strong by exercise this will im- 
prove the intestinal action to a remarkable degree 
Brisk walking is also recommended and you are to 
walk a mile each day.

If some 
abnormal condition is present as adhesions, prolap- 
sus or kinking of the intestines it will be advisable 
for you to take manipulative treatments and al 
Morse Wave treatments in order to correct these 
conditions.

On ihis date, in 1864, the citi- 

zens of Toronto had their first
